Document 1 discloses the usefulness of 
erythropoietin as a factor for promoting bone growth (page 
126, left column, lines 6-12) . 

Document 2 discloses osteogenesis promoters in which 
a cell growth factor such as erythropoietin is an active 
ingredient (page 3, lines 42-44; claim 1) . 

Therefore, a person skilled in the art could easily 
conceive of the use of erythropoietin for treating 
diseases of bone metabolism. 

Moreover, the effects of the inventions set forth in 
claims 1, 2, 6 and 7 are not so special as to be 
unexpected by a person skilled in the art from documents 1 
and 2. 
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
